After an indictment has 
been returned, there is no longer 
any good reason for preserving 
secrecy. Most authorities favor 
making all proceedings of grand 
juries open and lifting the veil 
of secrecy. The grand jury is 
more or less an archaic institu- 
tion,” 

Franklin Miller, former Circuit 
Attorney of St. Louis, disagreed 
with Phelps, and defended the se- 
crecy requirement, with the modi- 
fication approved last night. By 
a vote of 4 to 1, with Phelps dis- 
senting, the committee approved 
the following rule: 

“No grand juror shall disclose 
any evidence given before the 
grand jury nor the name of any 
witness who appeared before 
them, except when lawfully re-

Rule on Testimony.

STATE AND NATION DRAIN 
OFF TAXES, SAYS KAUFMANN 


Mayor Asserts ‘Intolerable Situation’ Cannot 


Continue Without’ Ruining 
Big Cities. 


St. Louis contributes about $35,- 
000,000 a year in taxes to the state 
of Missouri, but gets back only 
$273,000, less than one cent on the 
dollar, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
said last night. 


Speaking at the fall meeting of 
the General Council on Civic 
Needs, at Scruggs School, 4611 
South Grand boulevard, the Mayor 
bitterly reproached both state and 
federal governments for pre-empt- 
ing from the cities the most pro- 
ductive sources of taxation. 

These agencies, “after draining 
off most of our people’s tax money, 
then disdainfully stand by and let 
the cities struggle along with what 
is left over—and it isn’t much,” he 
said, 

Analysis of City’s Payments, 
Payments to the city from the 
state last year were Only .69 of 1 
per cent of the city’s general rev- 
enue, although St. Louis contrib- 
utes 29.71 per cent of all the 
taxes collected by the state, Kauf- 
mann said. * 

„The injustice of this will be- 
come more apparent when the 
city’s contributions to the state 
treasury, now swollen with a sur- 
plus and reserve of $45,000,000 are 
examined,” he continued, “Re- 
member, first of all, that St. Louis 
comprises only 23 per cent of the 
state’s population. 

“According to the last report 
of the state auditor, St. Louis 
pays 34.7 per cent of all the sales 
tax collected in Missouri; 30 per 
cent of the income tax; 41 per 

cent of the inheritance tax; 32 
per cent of the real estate tax 
and 51 per cent of the merchants’ 
and manufacturers’ tax. 

“Of the total of all taxes col- 
lected by the state, 29.71 per cent 
comes out of the city of St. Louis. 

“This intolerable situation can- 
not continue indefinitely without 
bringing ruination to St. Louis and 
the other large cities of Missduri. 
We are caught between the mill- 
stones of inflation and of a dis- 
proportionate revenue system.“ 
Between 1932 and 1941, he 
pointed out, federal revenues in- 
creased 313 per cent and state 
revenues 138 per cent, while mu- 


nicipal income rose only 2% per 
cent. “It has been estimated 
that 90 per cent of all federal 
and state income come out of 
the cities,” he said, 

Tax- 

“It is a bitter irony that, after 
we are left dependent mainly 
upon property taxes, the Federal 
Government steps in and removes 
the largest buildings in the city 
from our taxrolls. Uncle Sam to- 
day is the record owner of our 
largest office structure, the old 
Mart Building; and the largest in- 
dustrial establishment, the former 
small arms plant. 

“These and the many other 
properties which the Federal Gov- 
ernment holds have a combined 
assessed valuation of $23,300,000. 
In terms of tax dollars, our an- 
nual loss locally amounts to $635,- 
000. This does not, however, de- 
ter the Federal Government from 
collecting taxes on such munici 
enterprises as the Municipal 
era and amateur port events in 
our public parks.” 

Even more unreasonable, Kauf- 
mann went on, is the state-city 
tax relationship, which has “put 
us in an economic strait-jacket 
and curtailed our home rule pow- 
ers to the point that the words 
are almost meaningless.” 

The prevalent state attitude 
finds expression in the Supreme 
Court ruling against the city in- 
come tax and the pending 
Curry bill, which would deprive 
the city of the present gasoline 
tax, he continued. 

Other States More Generous. 

Most states recognize to some 
degree their responsibilities to the 
cities which providé most of the 
state revenue, the Mayor sai 
Baltimore, for example, receives 
about 20 per cent of its general 
revenue from the state of 
land. Had St. Louis received a 
similar percentage, the amount 
last year would have been $6,350,- 
000 and the city would not be fac- 
ing a deficit, he asserted. 

He appealed for support from 
his listeners for the city’s pro- 
gram of corrective legislation, in- 
cluding bills to authorize a city 
income tax and for state 
municipal tax sharing.

Your de- 
fense of human values has kindled 
new hopes among liberty-loving 
peoples everywhere. 

“You have justified so fully the 
confidence of the American people 
in your courageous and construc- 

ve fight for a workable peace 

all mankind and to bring about 
a strong domestic economy. 

“I shall be grateful always for 
the memorable distinction of hav- 
ing served in your official family. 

“The American people next year 
are certain to lengthen your stay 
at the White House for another 
four years. It will be their choice 
—not yours. May God give you 
strength and help you to keep the 
vision you now hold for building 
the Peoples’ Peace in those years 
to come. 

Faithfully yours, 
Robert E. Hannegan.” 

The announcement was ‘made by 
the President’s press secretary, 
Charles G. Ross, who told report- 
ers that no one was to leave the 
room in the White House until 
11 a.m., because the announce- 
ment of the resignation was to 
be made simultaneously in Wash- 
ington and St. Louis. The an- 
nouncement by Ross came at 
10:47 a.m. 

Ross announced also that the 
nomination of Donaldson is for 
the specific term of the remaind- 
er of the President’s term, plus 
one month, which would make 
it run until Feb. 20, 1949.

In August 1934, he was 
elected chairman of the commit- 
tee, and took Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickman’s part in the bitter fight 
made on the Mayor by a commit- 
tee faction. This faction was 
strong enough to unseat Hanne- 
gan as chairman in June 1935, but

summer of 1936. 

Hannegan managed Dickmann’s 
successful campaign for a second 
term in 1937. In 1940, the Mayor 
and Hannegan backed Lawrence 
McDaniel, St. Louis Excise Com- 
missioner, who won the Democrat- 
ic nomination for Governor. When 
the returns in November showed 
McDaniel’s defeat by Forrest C. 
Donnell, Republican, the Demo- 
cratic state chairman, C. Marion 
Hulen, came to St. Louis and out- 
lined a plan for using the party 
majority in the Legislature to pre- 
vent Donnell’s inauguration and 
install McDaniel as Governor, 

Mayor Dickmann and Hannegan 
attended the hotel conference at 
which Hulen first presented his 
plan. The Legislature carried out 
the plan, with the effect of delay- 
ing Donnell’s installation for six 
weeks, Gov. Lloyd C. Stark hold- 
ing over. The scheme collapsed 
when the State Supreme Court or- 
dered the Legislature to follow 
the constitutional procedure and 
install Donnell, after which Mc- 
Daniel could file a contest accord- 
ing to law. 


The attempted “governorship 


steal” was made the issue of the 


1941 spring campaign in St. Louis, 
and was the chief factor in Dick- 
mann’s decisive defeat for a third 
term. The late William Dee 
Becker, Republican, was elected 
Mayor, and the city administration 
has remained Republican. 


Instead of ending Hannegan’s 
political career, the 1941 reverse 
appeared to broaden his field. He 
was appointed Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the Lastern Mis- 
souri district in June 1942, and 
was advanced 16 months later to 
the post of Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue in Washington, Both 
these appointments were made by 
President Roosevelt, the first over 
much opposition. 


His election as chairman of the 
National Committee, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s approval, came 
Jan, 22, 1944. In that position, he 
was the chief factor in promoting 
the candidacy and the nomination, 
at the national convention of 
1944, of Senator Harry S. Truman 
for Vice President. 

Vice President Henry A. Wal- 
lace, seeking renomination at Chi- 
cago, had a letter of mild indorse- 
ment from President Roosevelt. 
Hannegan announced that he had 
a letter from the President stat- 


ing that he would be “pleased”

He said, too, that some restraint

Eccles for Selective Curbs, 

Before disclosing his new pro- 
posed fiscal control, Eccles said: 

That “we cannot now put back 
the elaborate harness of war- 
time controls” but must select 
“certain curbs or restrains se- 
lectively applied.“ 

That most of the proposed 
remedies for inflation are “curbs 
rather than cures.” He listed in 
this group price and wage ceil- 
ings, export and rent controls, 

installment credit regulation, al- 
locations and construction per- 
mits. 

That present Federal Reserve 
controls—such as increasing the 

interest rate on the 256-billion- 
dollar Government debt or re- 
fusing to buy Government se- 
curities—would: not solve -infla- 
tion. 

Eccles said the present cause of 
inflation is “war financing and 
the enormous federal deficits” in- 
curred during the war. 

Of some 3098 bililon dollars spent 
on the war, he said only 176 bil- 
lion dollars or. 44 per cent came 
from taxes. Of the balance he 
said banks supplied 90 billion dol- 
Jars and thig “created new sup- 
plies of money.”

“Looking back over the last 
quarter century,” Breadon told a 
writer, “the most important moves 
I made in changing the Cardinals 
from a chronic second-division out- 
fit to a winner was moving the 
club to Sportsman’s Park and the 
elevation of Hornsby to the man- 
agement.” 

However, while Rickey failed as 
field manager his idea for a farm 
system, a method of developing 
players to enable the Cardinals to 
compete with wealthier clubs, no- 
tably the Giants, was a major 
factor in the club’s climb. Brea- 
don backed Rickey’s judgment 
with the money necessary to buy 
the Fort Smith (Ark.) team of the 
Western Association and a half in- 
terest in Syracuse (N.Y.) of the 
International League, providing 
the springboard for an organiza- 
tion that in 1939 included 16 clubs 
owned outright and 12 working 
agreements, At present the Red- 
birds still own 16 minor league 
teams. but agreements have been

When I was here last summer, 
the unofficial rate for the dollar 
was about 225 (legal rate, 120).

The general makes these crit 
cisms in announcing formation 
of a “military government asso- 
ciation” here, One of the associa- 
tion’s purposes will be to uproot 
ter “trigger tradition.” 

The general, who u president 
of the organization, organized 
the War Department’s civil af- 
fairs division in 1943 and was its 
chief until he retired from the 
Army in April 1946 to become As- 
sistant Secretary of State for Oc- 
cupied Areas. He left this post 
Sept. 1 of this year and is now a 
United States delegate to the 
United Nations. 

Fighting Men’s Ignorance. 
“Unquestionably the greatest 
handicap to military’ government 
in the last war was the ignorance 
of the vast majority of soldiers— 
of all ranks—about it,” Gen. Hill- 
dring says. 

There was a tradition of our 
Army about the political and eco- 
nomic objectives of war that was 
widespread and deep-seated. Sim- 
ply expressed, it was that the 
Army would have nothing to do 
with them, 

It was against this wall of tra- 
dition that military government 
collided at every turn, By the end 
of the war the wall was punctured 
in many places, but it still exists.

Delay in Plane Crash Reports 


The Civil Aéronauties Board's safety bureau 
has reported on some of the factors that did not 
contribute to the erash of a DC-@ airliner in 
Utah last Oct. 24 with the death of all 52 per- 
sons aboard. In this preliminary report it states 
that the weather was good, the crew was pfrop- 
efly certificated, and engines and propellers 
were functioning. The most that can be said for 
this highly unilluminating report is that it is of 
the “water-is-wet” variety. 

In the several minutes before the crash, the 
crew had radioed three messages telling of the 
fight against the fire aboard their craft. Their 
last message told of approaching the air field for 
a landing. None of the messages mentioned any 
difficulty other than the fire. There was no 
question about the weather. And no recognized 
commercial air line ever takes the chance of put- 
ting aboard a crew that lacks certificates. 

Almost invariably there are months of delay 
before the CAB comes through with a report on 
& major accident. And some reports accomplish 
no more than the above mentioned. Only two 
days before the Utah disaster the CAB reported 
on the aerial collision of two planes last Dec. 19 
over Aberdeen, Md., in which 88 persons nar- 
rowly escaped death. About this accident, unique 
to the air lines, the CAB reported that it was 
due to “lack of vigilance on the part of the 
pilots of both aircraft.” That, according to the 
press dispatch, was all they could come up with 
after almost a year of folderol and investigation. 

If the mystery were taken odt of an air liner 
crash Within a few days after the accident, much 
would be done in the way of restoring public 
confidence, 
months after accidents gives the impression that 
it is hoped the passage of time will play a major 
part in soothing the traveling public.

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Notable Victory for Democracy 


Credit the Illinois Supréme Court with a 
splendid piece of judicial work. It has not only 
upheld the long overdue congressional redis- 
tricting for ite state, but it has done so with 
dispatch which is truly astonishing. 

There was no expectation that the court would 
rule before some time in December and many 
believed the decision would not come until 
January, which would have been close to the 
filing time for the April primary. What the 
Supreme Justices did was to sustain the legisla- 
tive act 18 hours after it heard the arguments. 
No one dreamed of such prompt handling! 

After ‘having had for years the worst popula- 
tion disparities in congressional districts in the 
country—one Chicago district had 914,000 and 
another only 112,000—TIllinois now has the 
newest and one of the most equitable of appor- 
tionments. It took 40 years to overcome the 
politicians who were more interested in their 
private preserves than in genuine representative 
government, There was even an sppeal of the 
issue to the United States Supreme Court. But 
in the end the job was done where it should 
have been done—at Springfield.

He worked harder on, redistricting than on any 
other one issue in his seven years in the State 
Capitol. Since the new lines give the Chicago 
area 13 members to 13 for downstate (the old 
division was 10 to 15, with one at large), it 
probably will the Republicans from one to 
three seats on average in the Illinois dele- 
gation.

How the Phone Monopoly Works 


The Mirror

When A. T. & T. wants more profits, it brings first rate-increase 
cases in states with weak regulation, says an experienced public 
protector; then it argues these precedents before stronger com- 
missions; he finds serious rate inflation in its method of control, 


Leon Jourolmon, Tennessee Railroad and Public Utilities Commissioner, 
in a Concurring Opinion Denying a 1947 Rate Increase 


The Bell System conducts rate increase 
cases as a concerted nation-wide campaign. 


It is clear that the company has success 
fully conducted rate increase campaigns in 
six of the states served by Southern Bell 
and has cases pending or projected for the 
other three states. In the record there are 
casual comments from time to time by wit- 
nesses as to their experience in. testifying 
in the current series of cases in New Jer- 
sey, Michigan, Mary- 
landy California, Ili- 
nois, Rhode Island 
and one or two oth- 
er states. 

The American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph 
Company exercises 
the generalship in a 
campaign of this 
sort. Having all of 
the states of the 
Union to choose 
from, it is free to 
open its campaign in 
a state having «a 
commission which is 
favorably inclined 
toward rate increase cases and thus it may 
obtain precedents with a cumulative effect, 


The company prepares the public mind 
for rate increases by advertisements in 
national magazines, in local newspapers, 
and in every other way in which it can 
gain the public ear. The method in which 
it approaches individual persons of influ- 
ence in the community is described in the 
testimony of the witness Duncan. 

Commercial agents of the company in 
Tennessee began many months ago making 
calls on influential citizens of the state in 
order to give them an ex parte non-objec- 
tive impression that the telephone com- 
pany if it is to continue in business and 
meet its necessary expansion must have 
rate increases and higher revenues, 


Big League “Public Relations” 


In this course of propagation it called 
upon hotel managers, manufacturers, city 
officials, attorneys, railroad executives, 
ministers, physicians, bankers, newspaper 
publishers and labor leaders to the number

From its New York office the company 
exercises monopoly dominion over 80 to 
per cent of the nation’s local telephone 
service and nearly 100 per cent of long dis- 
tance service. It is the owner of a manu- 
facturing subsidiary known as Western 
Diectric Company which manufactures 90 
per cent of the telephone apparatus and 
equipment used in the United States. 

In a corporate organization such as this 
it is natural that the management of the 
company should de self - perpetuating 
through control of the proxy voting ma- 
chinery, which is the legal device used to 
vote the stock of the 700,000 stockholders. 
The parent company is thus in direct and 
full control of the entire telephone system, 
and the independent telephone industry 
must necessarily be weak and lacking in 
economic influence. 

The income of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company is derived ulti- 
mately from the rates paid by subscribers 
to telephone service throughout the coun- 
try. The principal sources of this income

are dividends from the associated compa~- 
nies, fees charged for services rendered to 
the associated édompanies, the earnings of 
the long distance lines operated by the 
company and the profits of Western BWlec- 
tric Company. 

Since the company is set up on this 
basis, it is relatively free of public control. 
The American company is not amenable 
to the regulatory supervision of the state 
commissioners, The license fees it collects 
are not subject to direct regulatory review. 
The prices charged by the manufacturing 
subsidiary are wholly outside the scope of 
public authority. 

Each hiatus in the area of regulation 
operates to defeat effective regulation in 
the states. The parent company occupies 
a position in which it may dictate policies 
to its subsidiaries which will increase their 
costs and raise their rates, thus maintain- 
ing excessive profits for the American 
company, The Federal Cothmunications 
Commission has charged that the company 
made it a practice to thus exercise its 
supremacy in many different ways, which 
are the subject of a report to Congress 
published in 1939. 


Wind for the Balloon 


The policies of contro! employed by the 
American company tend to inflate both 
operating expenses and property valuations 
and thus support excessive telephone rates. 
The major procedures in which ratés of 
associated companies are inflated relate to: 


1. The sale of telephone equipment, — 
apparatus and plant facilities by West- 
ern Electric, under the provisions of 
what is known as the Standard Supply 
Contract, through which all excessive 
charges enter into property valuations, 
depreciation allowable, and ultimately 
the rates fixed for telephone service, 

2. The License Agreement under 
which the American company exacts 
tribute from the associated companies 
for the privilege of being members of 
the Bell System, this tax being set at 
1% per cent of the gross income of the 
operating companies. 

3. Collection of annual depreciation 
charges in excess of actual maximum 
requirements and the accumulation of 
excessive depreciation reserves from 
rates paid by subscribers, thus inflat- 
ing the base upon which further rate 
payments are computed, 

4. The expenditure of large amounts 
for public relations activities, virtually 
all of which inhere to the benefit of 
the owners of the company and to the 
detriment of the rate payers, 


Way to Charge Twice 


As a result of these various practices the 
company consistently obtains profits and 
distributes dividends which are greatly in 
excess of those requisite to enable it to sell 
its stock at par, which in itself is an indi- 
cation that the conditions under which the 
company exists and governs the nation-wide 
concentration of telephone facilities bring 
it a return above that which it would be 


entitled to if it were subject to either true 
competition or strict regulation,

Kline established his pedigree, 
having made his way first as a 
tenant farmer and then to owner- 
ship of a successful Iowa farm.

HEN you're mad at your 
“ talk it out with yourse}f! 
Mr. L. is more than mad. 

m really worried,” he —— 
“because in recent months I feel 
that I'm nursing a grudge against 
my wife, which is harmful. I 
really have nothing to complain 
of, yet I feel within me a hostil- 
ity that I can’t explain, and which 
I certainly don’t want to allow to 
smoulder indefinitely. What on 
earth does a fellow do in such a 
case?” 

In such a case a fellow should 
consult a psychologist, but it’s no 
use to suggest that to Mr. L. be- 
cause he lives remote from such 
help. We can’t tell at this distance 
how deep-seated the —— 
really is. It might go way 
to childhood experiences that 
would be hard to get at. The best 
we can do is to suggest something 
that might help an easy case and 
won't do harm to a more serious 
one, « 

Try talking it out with yourself, 
Mr. L. Go out along the creek bot- 
tom, or in the middle of the corn- 
field, and say it out loud. Yell it, 


if you feel like it. Put it into 
words, Tell the world just exactly , 


what's the matter with your wife, 
Dig up everything you can think 


of and express it as forcibly and 


in as much detail as you can, 
Take half a day, take a half dozen 


days if necessary, to bring out 
into the open air every possible 


source of grievance. Ventilate 


yourself! 


After you have reached bottom, 
take another session of solitude 


and speak your piece about your’ 


wife’s good points—from what you 
say, I judge she really has plenty 
of them. After you have talked 
them out, make a list of the 10 
that you consider most valuable, 
and see what you can do to in- 
crease their value to you and to 
the marriage. 

In the course of this procedure, 
you may happen to think of a 
few defects of your own that you 
can change. You'll also think of 
a lot of good points in yourself, 
that ought to be exploited more 
fully. But your wife is the main 
object just now. Get rid of your 
hostility as far as possible by 
putting it into words. Purge your- 
self of it, as Aristotle advised. 
Then concentrate on the values 
that the marriage has, and 
atrengthen each one of them 
wherever possible. 


Questions and Answers

friends that the General prized 
and exhibited most often. 

To the younger generation that 
worshiped its Eisenhowers and 
MacArthurs, the ailing old gentle- 
man in the room at Walter Reed 
Hospital is merely a name from 
the past. But to the older genera- 
tions who either fought with or 
followed the campaigns of one of 
America’s greatest soldiers, the 
old General’s name is not one to 
be handled lightly. From a Sep- 
tember more than 60 years ago 
when, as a second lieutenant as- 
signed to Troop L, of the Sixth 
U.S. Cavalry, he went into the In- 
dian country maneuvers against 
the dreaded Chiricahuas, until re- 
cent years when his health failed, 
Pershing devoted his life to the 
United States Army. 

He was with the first military 
force the United States ever sent 
overseas when he sailed as a first 
lieutenant in the quartermaster 
corps to Santiago and pacified the 
Moros of Mindanao. Besides serv- 
ice in Cuba and the Philippines, he 
served at Tokyo during the Russo- 
Japanese war, but it was not un- 
til the Punitive Expedition to 
Mexico against the bandit Pancho 
Villa that Pershing was able to 
rise above the rank of a buck 


general. In September of 1916, 
the young man who was born in 
a shanty midway between Laclede 
and Bottsville, Mo., and had once 
been a teacher in a one-room 
school at Prairie Mound, Mo., be- 
came a Major General in the 
United States Army and less than 
a year later was on his way to 
the great world war as Comman- 
der in Chief of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces. It was on the 
occasion of his landing in France, 
that the always taciturn Pershing 
made the simple and brief speech 
which included the famous line 
“Lafayette, we are here.” 

“As is always the case with a 


general under whom men have 


fought,” says Col. Adamson in re- 
viewing his 31 years with the 
General, “there will be those who 
will cuss him. But he was always 
considerate of the men under him. 
He may have been hard boiled 
with general officers, but that 
was his way of demanding and 
getting efficient service.” 

Col. Adamson says Pershing 
does not know that his old offices 
have been dismantled and that the 
quarters to which his effects have 
been moved are too small to hold 
his old cherry wood desk, 

“We have kept the fact from 


him,” says Col. Adamson, “because 
he has never given up hope of re- 
turning to his office some day. 
He still plans for the future.” 

Last month, almost 30 years 
after Gen. Pershing had led the 
American forces to victory in Eu- 
rope, Congress got around to is- 
suing the great warrior a special 
gold medal. With it went a cita- 
tion which said that the medal 
was presented “in recognition of 
his peerless leadership, heroic 
achievements and great military 
victories as Commander in Chief 
of the American Expeditionary 
Forces in Europe in World War 
I and for his gallant and unselfish 
devotion to the service of his 
country in his contributions to the 
preparation for and the prosecu- 
tion of World War II.” 

To the two small cubbyholes in 
the Bentagon went this medal, 
along with some of the treasures 
from the three-room suite from 
which the old General had been 
evicted. From the General's staff 
came no criticism of the eviction 
order issued by President Truman, 
who had served under Gen. Persh- 
ing in 1918. 

Said Col. Adamson: “As a sol- 
dier, the General would never have 
questioned the order.”

Put the bread 
which has hole in center into 
bacon fat in skillet or melted but- 
ter and break an egg into the 
Season egg and baste with 
fat in usual way and cook to de- 
sired doneness, then lift it to a 
hot serving plate using a pancake 
turner.
